Nearly 
every stage from the country comes laden with 


They are a fine appearing class o 


•en, with stout, vigorous frames, their counte- 
nances glowing with health and beaming with 
intelligence, contentment and happpiness. Such 
men cannot be found where the gin jug is wor- 
shipped. Our friend Burritt was here about the 
time these men weie taking their departure for 
the woods, and fiequently remarked to us of the 
brtUUnt redness of their shirts. 


We do not discover any change in this partic-
